Fertilization 
Of Range Land 
Brings Results 


Results of range. fertilization 
will be observed at a meeting of 
cattlemen to be conducted by 
Farm Advisor Ralph Worrell Fri- 
day afternoon, May 9, at 2 p.m., 
at the Wilbur Dennis ranch east 
of Ducor. 

In commenting on the fertiliza- 
tion program, Mr. Worrell states 
that in 1946, hé.and Mr. Dennis 
put out a fertilizer test on range- 
land, using gypsum and _  phos- 
phates in an attempt to improve 
growth and quality of burr clover 
and fileria. 

Nearly every year since, Mr. 
Worrell states, good results have 


More serious is damage in fields 
where entire grain plant rather 
quickly turns brown and _ dies. 
This is caused by wheat root rot, 
Mr. Worrell says, a root rot caused 
by a fungus in the ground. 

This fungus was first reported 
in the county about 1939 and has 
appeared sporadically since. The 
effect is not seen until wheat is 
almost mature, then stalks brown 
and, die quickly. 

Only control for wheat root rot 
is rotation of crops, it is stated, 
with Mr. Worrell recommending 
fallowing, then rotation with a 
crop of oats for one year. This

Ryegrass competes with per- 
ennial grasses seeded to burned 
over areas and actually lowers 
the forage yield of perennials the 
first year according to A. M. 
Schultz and H. H. Biswell, school 
of forestry, University of Cali- 
fornia college of agriculture. But 
the ryegrass crowds out unwanted 
brush seedlings germinating after 
the burn. 

In tests to measure the com- 
petition between annual and per- 
ennial grasses on burned over 
brushlands, Schultz and Biswell

Millerton lake is not trout wa- 
ter but at least it has been good 
to the fishermen by providing 
excellent catches of bluegill.

Therefore, they are including tall 
fescue grass, harding grass, bur- 
net prairie brome and other per- 
ennials in their seed mixtures for 
control brush burn areas.

50 Miles Of Border 


Foot and mouth disease, that 
broke out in Canada in March of 
this year, has now spread to with- 
in 50 miles of the United States 
border, with a border guard at- 
tempting to prevent movement of 
livestock out of the area. 

California livestock men, as 
well as livestock men throughout 
the nation, have expressed con- 
siderable alarm concerning the 
Canadian situation, since the dis- 
ease spreads rapidly and is diffi- 
cult to stop.
